Advertising 
Practices Studied 
By Justice Dept 


W ASHINGTON TIP- Atty. Cen. 
Herbert 
Brownell .lr 
said today 
the Justice Department is making 
a broad “study of advertising prac­ 
tices to determine whether they 
constitute a violation of an titru st 
laws. 
Brownell told a news conference 
the study “does not mean that any 
action will follow." 
He said it 
stemmed from a similar anti-trust 
investigation some years ago of 
uniform commission rates charged 
by some real estate brokers. 
He indicated the anti trust divi­ 
sion is particularly interested in 
the system of charging commissions 
by advertising agencies. 
On other 
subjects: 
He was asked about the decision 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
in Norwalk, Conn., to send infor­ 
mation on subversives to the FBI 
and whether this encouraged ‘‘ma­ 
licious gossip?” 
Brownell said the 
FBI welcomed any facts about sub­ 
versive activities from individuals 
and 
organizations, 
but 
did 
not 
“want malicious gossip, rumors or 
unsubstantial evidence in the files 
of Hie government . . . we want 
hard facts.” 
Brownell said the Justice Depart­ 
ment is participating in the gov­ 
ernment study into the possibility 
of breaking down the reasons for

firing 
of 2,200 
government 
workers under the new security 
program 
He declined further com­ 
ment.

AFL Proposes 
$1.25 Per Hour 
Minimum Wage 


MIAMI BEACH W -T h e Am eri­ 
can Federation of Labor placed its 
proposal for a hike of the national 
minimum wage to $1.25 per hour 
before Secretary of Labor Jam es 
P. Mitchell today. 
Mitchell met behind closed doors 
with the 13-member AFL Executive 
council for the fourth session of 
its 10-day annual conference here. 
The council also planned to meet 
today with Guilio Pastore, head of 
the Free Labor Movement in Italy, 
to discuss the critical government 
situation in Italy. 
AFL President 
George Meany 
said one of “ several policies" it 
had to discuss with Mitchell was 
the AFL’s proposal for an increase 
of the present federal wage min­ 
imum of 75 cents per hour. 
While Meany declined to nam e 
the other policy questions they pre­ 
sumably would include the A FL’s 
announced concern over rising un­ 
employment and means of halting 
an economic recession. 
The council at its opening ses­ 
sion Monday said in a statement 
that unemployment almost doubled 
during the last three months of 
1953, reaching 2,359,000. 
Meany declared the government 
is headed for “ serious trouble” un­ 
less President Eisenhower comes 
up with a public works program 
or other measures to com bat re ­ 
cession “ trend.” 
The AFL also was seeking in­ 
creased unemployment 
insurance 
benefits, additional aid for low and 
middle-ineome home buyers and 
tax relief for wage-earncrs getting 
less than $2,000 per year.
